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Tour possibilities 
abound as fall 
colors peak

The vibrant fall colors along 
Northern Michigan roadways 
are expected to come out in full 
force over the next couple of 
weeks. 

Plenty of rainfall as well as a 
recent warm front means that 
the fall colors should stick 
around through the end of 
October. 

Weather conditions in early 
September largely determine 
how brilliant each fall’s colors 
will be. If there are bright, 
sunny days and cold nights, a 
great color season can be antici- 
pated. Shorter days cause leaves 
to stop producing cholorphyil 
and lose their green color, 
-beginning the process that caus- 
es the leaves to drop. Trees that 
are located in low lying areas 
that are stressed start to change 
colors sooner. 

Chris Neiman, a forester for 
the Crawford Rosocommon 
Conservation District, said 
there has been ample rainfall in 
the area this year so trees are not 
stressed, which will cause col- 
ofs to Come out as anticipated 
and bring out more vibrant col- 
ors. 

“The colors should really be 
coming on in the next couple of 
weeks,” Nieman said.

Michigan has 150 different 
species of tress in the state’s 
18.6 million acres of forest. The 
most beautiful colors are offered 
by hardwood trées such as 
aspen, maple, birch, sumac and 
oak, which provide a mix of yel- 
lows, red, gold and oranges. 

Craig Kasmer, a park inter- 
preter at Hartwick Pines, said 
the recent warm spell will cause 
trees to keep their colors by 
delaying the process of trees 
shedding their leaves which 
they no longer need to produce 
food and go dormant for the 
winter. 

“Once we get colder weather 
and the wind starts kicking up, 
those leaves can’t hold on any- 
more,” said Kasmer said. 

Kasmer said that fall colors 
will start peaking this week as 
the colorful leaves on the hard- 
wood trees come out and con- 
trast with the green of the con- 
finer trees. 

A fall color tour recommend- 
ed by Travel Michigan features 
a trip starting in Graying travel- 
ing up to Antrim County's Torch 
Lake and then traveling south to 
Lake City in Missaukee County, 
then returns to Grayling. The 
trip is approximately 170 miles 
and gives travelers access to

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Midnight 
road 
patrol 
begins

Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputies hit the road on the 
midnight shift for the first time 
in seven years on Saturday. 

A millage, which was passed 
with overwhelming approval by 
voters last November, made it 
possible to put police back on 
the road fpr the midnight shift. 
The tax levy, which is for four 
years, funds four deputies and 
one patrol car per year. 

Crawford County was forced 
to eliminate its midnight road 
patrol in 1998 due to county 
budget woes, 

Beginning Oct. 1, two 
deputies will patrol the road 
from midnight to noon. 
Deputies Ryan Finstrom, Paul 
Smith, Bill Bonkowski and 
Ryan Swope will man the shift. 
Sgt. Randy Baertocher and Sgt. 
Randy Herman will serve as 
shift commanders.

* be looking out for suspicious 
vehicles and situations, inspect- 
ing to make sure businesses are 
secure, watching out for drunk 
drivers and handling complaints 
which are reported.

Vision for downtown 
funded by federal grant

The City of Grayling has 
received. a $30,000 United 
States Department of 
Agriculture Rural Business 
Enterprise grant to help give 
downtown businesses a facelift. 
The city’s Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
held a meeting last week with 


- downtown business owners and 


stakeholders to kickoff an initia- 
tive to redevelop the downtown 
business community. 

The DDA has hired Brad 
Butcher, a Gaylord architect, 
who will complete a set of ren- 
derings of downtown Grayling 
with vision on how building 
facades would appear after ren- 
ovations are complete. 

The goal of the initiative is to 
preserve the historic value of the 
downtown area. 

“We really want to get the 
buildings back, as close, to their 
original design as we can, wher- 
ever possible,” said Grayling 
City Manager Allen Lowe. 

Butcher will prepare esti- 
mates showing the costs for the 
facade improvements. The 
information will be provided to 
business owners, but they won’t 
be mandated to, complete the 
upgrades, said Mary Fox, a 
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DDA member and chief bust- 
ness development officer for 
Mercy Hospital Grayling. 

Next, the grant will also fund 
the preparation of materials 
which will be used by the DDA 
to recruit businesses into the 
downtown business district. 
The materials will outline the 
DDA’s plans for downtown 
Grayling, and will also feature 
information on the vision to 
improve the appearance of the 
storefronts. 

“We are hoping that people 
will get enthused by this and 
this will plant the seed for 
thought on bringing their busi- 
nesses to downtown Grayling 
and will make them want to 
spruce up the businesses,” said 
Charlotte Bloomquist, a DDA 
member and owner of The 
Bloomin’ Grape Gourmet Deli 
and Market. 

Finally, the DDA will also 
hold a workshop where mem- 
bers and other interested parties 
will be trained to recruit new 
businesses into the community. 
An expert who specializes in 
planning for downtown business 
districts will be hired for the 
training program. 

Butcher is expected to have

Anvolving gypsy moths. 

Gypsy moths are cyclical 
organisms which grow quickly 
from low to high populations. An 
individual gypsy moth egg mass 
may contain anywhere from 100 
to 1,200 eggs. Healthy popula- 
tions can average 750 eggs per 
mass while unhealthy popula- 
tions average 300 eggs per mass. 

During high gypsy moth popu- 
lations, total defoliation of trees 
can occur. During the months of 
June and July, defoliating popu- 
lations cover sidewalks, homes, 
children’s play equipment and 
other objects making outdoor 
activities in residential and recre- 
ational activities almost impossi- 
ble. 

For the forest products indus- 
try, high gypsy moth populations 
mean the potential loss of wood 
fiber from reduced production 
due to tree s{ress or mortality. 
Loggers also have to deal with 
making sure their material does 
not have egg masses to avoid 
moving gypsy moths into non- 
infested areas. 


Crawford County suspended 
its program to spray for gypsy 
moths seven years ago. 

Since then, some spraying has 
been done for organizations such 
as the Lake Margrethe Property 
Owners Association. 

Corneil said the main areas in 
Crawford County where gypsy 
moths are an issue are on state 
and federal land and specifically 
at the Four Mile Road rest area 
off of I-75. Gypsy moths have to 
pose a real threat to trees and 
cause human nuisance issues 
before municipalities, private 
land owners or high use public 
and privately owned land can 
qualify for grant funds through 
the Department of Agriculture's 
Cooperative Suppression 
Program to tackle gypsy moth 
issues. 

Corneil said he believes the 
Four Mile Road rest area gypsy 
moth problems will be addressed 
by a virus and fungus which 
occur in cool, wet weather that 
kill off the gypsy moths. 

“Chances are, in the next cou- 
ple years, that will crash on its

Owners Association, said area 
residents will be trained by 
Department of Agriculture staff 
to survey trees for evidence of 
gypsy moths egg sacks, and sur- 
veys will be done this fall, 

“We are going to work with 
the township and the county on 
their problems and we are not 
abandoning them,” Corneil said. 

Although he does not believe 
there is a county wide gypsy 
moth problem, Williams said a 
special tax district may be need- 
ed for Lake Margrethe Property 
owners to pay for gypsy moth 
spraying. 

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright said the township 
board would consider funding 
arrangements with the lake asso- 
ciation to address gypsy moths. 

“If they think it’s serious 
enough, the township will work 
with them to put together some 
type of program,” Wright said.

Derwich Industries moved

. trial park. The move. will allow |. 


the firm to consolidate work

Derwich Industries, which 
currently employs 25 people, 
plans on addeding 10 to 20 new 
jobs to the workforce.

Maple Street water system project OK’d

The Grayling City Council has 
approved a project which will 
increase the efficiency of the 
city’s water system. 

The council approved a con- 
tract with Huckins Contracting 
of Beaverton for $205,836 for 
the Maple Street Water System 
improvements. A separate 
$24,836 was also approved for 
city engineers Gosling Czubak 
for the project. 

The city received a $160,000 


grant for the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation froma 
fund earmarked for public infra- 
structure projects to pay to water 
system improvements. In addi- 
tion, the city also received 
$50,000 from the Department of 
Natural Resources for the project 
since a water main, located in the 
city park, will be exposed once 
the dam is lowered. State offi- 
cials requested the city move the 
water main. 

The project will entail boring a 
new water main at Maple Street 


under the AuSable River. The 
work will be done in conjunction 
with upgrades to the city’s storm 
water system at Maple Street, 
which will force an upcoming 
bridge closure, 

“We waited to do both projects 
later in the year so we wouldn't 
have as much traffic,” Grayling 
City Manager Allen Lowe said. 

The new water main will 
increase the water flow to the 
city’s water tower, which will 
increase the efficiency of the 
entire water system.

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IT’S TAKEN a bit of doing but 
Michigan Democrats — along with other 
Democratic party faithful across the 
country — have won at least a modest 
step in the direction of a fairer and more 
effective way to pick their presidential 
candidates, 

So far the presidential nominating 
process every four yours has been domi- 
nated by party regulars in only two states 
— New Hampshire and fowa. 

The New Hampshire primary early in 
each presidential election year is one of 
the first tests of strength for anyone who 
would be president, in either major 
party, 

The other is the Iowa party caucuses, 
where party regulars meet in small ses- 
sions around the state and decide in 
party caucus which candidate will win 


the support of this relative handful of 


party faithful. 

These two events are locked in the 
system, assured they will be first by 
national party rules, despite the wails 
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Michigan Democrats win a half-step toward fairness 


coming from other states that other vot- 
ers should be just as significant as those 
in New Hampshire and Iowa in making 
such a vital decision. 

The other states follow along with 
their own individual methods of select- 
ing delegates to the national nominating 
conventions of either party, which 
bestow the actual nominations, But get- 
ting off to a flying start right off the bat 
is vital to any candidate chasing the 
White House.

MICHIGAN DEMOCRATS, led by 
Sen. Carl Levin and Debbie Dingell, a 
member of the Democratic national 
committee and wife of long time U.S. 
Rep. John Dingell, have been leading a 
campaign for change. 

They have argued accurately that nei- 
ther lowa nor New Hampshire is repre- 
sentative of the makeup of the country. 
Together these two states have about 1.5 
percent of the country’s population with 
precious few minorities and no signifi- 


cant industrial influence, such as 
Michigan has. Why should they have 
such powerful impact on such an impor- 
tant national process? 

A special Democratic commission 
recently agreed to add at least two other 
states for early participation in the nom- 
inating process. However, according to 
an Associated Press report, these states 
likely will be a small state from the 
south and a small state from the west or 
southwest. 

That would be a step in the right direc- 
tion, but far short of the goals the Levin- 
Dingell team has been pursuing for sev- 
eral years. 

The Michiganians propose rotating six 
regional primaries rather than individual 
state primaries or caucuses. Under their 
scenario, states in a designated region of 
the country all would hold primaries on 
the same date early in the process, then 
states in a different region would follow 
a few weeks later, and so forth until all 
six regions and 50 states have held their 


primaries. 

The rotation schedule would shift each 
nominating year so no region and no 
handful of states would have a lock on 
early decision.

THE REGIONAL system would be a 
great improvement, but probably is too 
fair and logical for the parties to accept, 

‘The way it happens now doesn’t make 
sense, and it’s arguable that it produces 
the best candidates, either. 

Although Sen. Levin and his 
Democratic allies are prompted at least 
in part by parochial concerns ~ Michigan 
misses out on all the publicity, campaign 
dollars, and actual decision making that 
may accompany a meaningful primary - 
they should continue the good fight.

decision was all but wrapped up after 


New Hampshire and lowa weighed in 
with their January processes, and Sen. 
John Kerry was the survivor as most 
other serious candidates faltered and 
dropped by the wayside.

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Schools opening after Labor 
Day will help tourism 


To. the editor: 

The Michigan House of 
Representatives and Senate 
recently passed HB 4803 stipu- 


lating that public schools 
statewide must open after Labor 
Day. Governor Granholm 


signed that bill into law on 
September 29. This issue has 
been widely debated for many 
years, and it has recently been 
made possible with the legal 
change of mandating — that 
schools must offer {,098 hours 
of instruction instead of 180 
days of school, Districts within 
the state that already open after 
Labor Day have eliminated half- 
days, changed teacher in-service 
days and added minutes to the 
school day in order to accommo- 
date the later start date. 

In terms of the number of peo- 
ple employed, Tourism is 
Michigan's second largest indus- 
try. As more and more manu- 
facturing jobs are lost, tourism- 
related jobs and their contribu- 
tions to our state’s economy 
become even more important. 
Our local State Legislators, 
Representative Gillard and 
Senator Stamus supported this 
bill. They understand the eco- 


‘nomic importance that tourism 


holds in Michigan and can fore- 
see the long-term financial 
impact of schools opening after 
Labor Day. Their support was 
critical to this issue. 

The Grayling Visitors Bureau 
and numerous area businesses 
actively lobbied for the passage 
of the Post Labor Day School 
Bill.

year. A recent survey by EPIC- 
MRA in August of 2005 found 
that 67% of parents of school age 
children and 63% of all residents 
are in support of Post Labor Day 
Schools.

Why Is my tree dying? 


This question is often times 
asked but not so_ easily 
answered, The reason trees die 
is often the same reason every- 


_jthing else.dies, old-age, disease, 


genetic disposition and environ- 
mental influences. All of 
which can lead to a decline in 
health and the eventual death of 
a tree. 

Trees operate on a budget, an 
energy budget that is stored in 
its root system. A healthy tree 
uses its energy to produce roots, 
leaves, flowers, seeds, add 
wood to its stem and create” 
anti-pest” chemicals. In the 
spring energy flows from the 
roots to the branches to extend 
out leaves, and during the grow- 
ing season the tree uses its ener- 
gy to grow branches and 
increase its size. At the end of 
the growing season in the fall, 
the tree begins to store its ener- 
gy back into its root system for 
the next year. Whenever a tree 
experiences a stress factor such 
as drought it must rely on its 
energy budget to pull it through. 
However, relying on this budget 
comes at a cost, and is usuaily 
reflected in defensive dieback. 

Defensive dicback is how 
most {rces react to stress fac- 
tors. Dieback occurs in both 
the tree’s crown and root sys- 
tem and is based on depletion of 
water reserves, stored food and 
dormant buds. The reason for 
this is simple, a smaller tree 
requires less energy to live. A 
large tree that undergoes a

series of defoliation or experi- 
ences root damage will dieback 
to a size that it can maintain 
itself. At the first sign of stress 


. trees,.stop: producing: anti. pest, : 
chemicals and dieback occurs. 


in the twigs and rootlets. This 
type of dieback often goes 
unnoticed. If ihe stress(s) con- 
tinues larger branches and roots 
may begin to die leading to far- 
ther decline in the tree’s health 
and vigor. 

How to treat tree decline is 
difficult to answer. More often 
then not, there is no one definite 
reason but rather a series of fac- 
tors, that predispose, incite, and 
contribute that led to the 
process of the tree decline. 
Predisposing factors are respon- 
sible for the onslaught of tree 
decline, often times the tree will 
appear “healthy”. Such factors 
are old age, climate, urban envi- 
ronment, soil, conditions and 
pollution. These factors are 
often uncorrectable. 

Inciting factors arc the next 
step towards tree decline; the 
tree may show signs of dieback, 
dead branches, smaller than 
normal leaves etc, Inciting fac- 
tors can be drought, frost, root 
damage and defoliating insects. 
It is possible to correct some of 
these factors. In times of 
drought trees and shrubs can be 
watered. Insecticides can be 
applied to prevent defoliating 
insects such as Gypsy Moth 
from causing widespread dam- 
age.

Contributing factors are often 
the final blow for the tree and 
are generally blamed for its 
death. Insects such as wood- 
borety' dnd bark beetles’ as' well 


as root diseases are considered 


contributing factors. At this 
stage of decline a tree may have 
dieback in over half of its crown 
in which case little may be done 
to cure the problems and 
reverse the process, 

Tree decline is hard to correct 
once it starts but it is pre- 
ventable. Before planting 
match the tree to the site in 
which it is to be planted. Trees 
have moisture, nutrient and sun- 
light requirements that must be 
met in order for it to survive. 
Not meeting these requirements 
will often times result in death 
of a younger tree or years of it 
struggling under stress. 

Protect trees from damage. 
Trees are often left to provide 
shade or landscaping around a 
house or yard. During con- 
struction however roots may 
have been compacted or dam- 
aged. Trees are used a swings, 
cloths lines, fence posts, ete. 
This is fine if it is temporary but 
to often people leave ropes and 
wire wrapped around trees for 
too long. The tree grows 
around the object but is later 
strangled because it can no 
longer move nutrients from its 
roots to its branches. Branches 
that are damaged should be 
properly pruned to aid and 
accelerate the healing process,

Finally,some lawn care prod- 
ucts contain herbicides that kill 
broadleaf vegetation, trees hap- 
pen to fit under the category of 
broadleaf vegetation. Although 
these herbicides may not kill a 
large tree it may cause enough 
damage to allow other stressing 
factors to take hold. Prevent 
this by minimizing the use of 
these products, follow the direc- 
tions and using the product 
away from trees. Most damage 
is preventable with planning but 
if it does occur, take the proper 
step to minimize its effect on 
the tree, 

Tree declines are slow and 
progressive, and can be prevent- 
ed or caught in time, cor- 
rectable with watering and fer- 
tilizing. There are very few 
diseases and insects that kill 
trees rapidly with little or no 
decline process. Of the ones 
that do, Dutch Elm disease, 
Beech Bark disease, oak, wilt, 
chestnut blight, etc., most are 
non-native and were intro- 
duced by man. Sometimes 
trees live not because of us, but 
in spite of us.

Lawrence T. Frymire 

Lawrence T. Frymire, 84, died 
at the Princeton Care Center in 
Princeton, NJ., September 21 
after a long bout with 
Alzheimer’s disease and com- 


plications from a_ previous 
stroke, 
Lawrence met Gloria 


MacNeven at MSU and married 
in 1946 and settled originally in 
East Lansin: Mr. Frymire 
used to “MC” the Grayling 
Winter Carnival events in the 
1940’s and 50’s.. He was one of 
the charter members of Lake 
Margrethe Owners Association, 
helping to maintain the lake’s 
environmental well being. He 
was a member of Michelson 
Memorial Church. 

Mr. Frymire was one of the 
Educational Broadcasting’s pio- 
neers. He accidently became a 
broadcaster while attending his 
Alma Mater, Michigan State 
University. He started there, as 
a Forestry Major in 1940, fresh 
from Chicago. He needed 
money to help pay for his 
schooling; when he saw a job 
opening for a student announcer 
at then MSC’s WKAR. 
Eventually, he became the sta- 
tion’s program director and 
manager. He hosted the Radio 
Reading Circle, a program 
where major literary works are 
read on the air to listeners. It’s 
still heard today on many public 
radio stations. He did play by 
play of all Michigan State 
Sports with partner Bob 
Shackelton from 1948-1961. 

Dr. Frymire found a way to 
develop a network for Michigan 
State Football throughout the 
State with grants and backing 


from various Michigan 
Agricultural Groups. He also 
had a small role in helping 


WKAR’s television operations 
get started. While at MSU, he 


~ earned his Bachelors, Masters 
Adult : 


and - Doctorate in 
Education and communications. 
He believed that educational 
broadcasting could serve a roll 
in educating all ages. Along the 


way be befriended = such 
Michigan State greats as 


President John Hannah and 
Duffy Daugherty. Dr. Frymire 
also served on the National 
Michigan State Alumni 
Association and was honored by 
them in 1984, 

From MSU, he went to the 
Federal Communications 
Commission in Washington 
D.C. In 1961, he helped estab- 
lish the Office of Educational 
Broadcasting, working with the 
likes of Newton Minnow and 
William Henry. Together they 
spearheaded the cause of CTV 
and in two years they had some 
40 to 50 public radio stations 
and 20 PTV stations get their 
initial license. It was a time of 
intense growth for Educational

1979. Dr. Frymire was a mem- 
ber of the board for PBS, EEN. 
and a member of NAEB. He is 
also recognized as a Pioneer of 
Educational Broadcasting.

have everyone in the room partic- 
ipate. And that’s exactly how 
Saturday, Sept. 24, began at 
Kirtland and it only got more 
interesting as the day proceeded. 

The occasion was the annual 
fall meeting of the Michigan 
Mathematical Association of 
Two-Year Colleges 
(MichMATYC) and throughout 
the day, members discussed 
teaching theories, shared ideas 
and learned about innovations in 
a field to which they are all 
devoted. 

According to Kirtland mathe- 
matics instructor Doug Mace, the 
goal of MichMATY€’s annual 
conference is to provide a forum 
for math teachers to share ideas 
with colleagues in order to 
improve instruction in the class- 
room, 

He said the formal presenta- 
tions were augmented by plenty 
of informal sharing during lunch 
and between sessions. 

“The general idea is that the 


participants try to take one idea 
back to their. classroom and 
implement it,” Mace said. 

The need to find teaching 
methods that work is especially 
important at Michigan’ $ two-year 
colleges such as Kirtland, Open- 
entry policies at these schools 
mean that students may be admit- 
ted with below-par math skills 
and, therefore, everything from 
very basic to upper level math 
courses need to be offered to 
meet the public’s needs. 

There was no Jack of ideas to 
be had at the Kirtland conference, 
offered during such sessions as 
“Competency-based develop- 
mental mathematics with an 
online twist,’ ‘The harmonious 
connections between mathemat- 
ics and music” and “Functional 
fractional facts.”

To the Hopi Indians of 
Arizona, the Katsina dolls are 
manifestations of messengers 
from the spirit world. They are 
visual representations of the 
invisible spirits that assist the 
Hopi with the rigors of life. The 
Hopi have evolved ceremonies 
that center on these spiritual 
beings known as the “katsina.” 
There are hundreds of these 
katsina spirits represented in doll 
form, traditionally carved from 
cottonwood root by Hopi men. 
This unique exhibition will 
explore the roll of the Hopi katsi- 


na doll and reveal its fundamen- 
tal cultural significance. 

Though the word kachina is 
widely used to refer to the spiri- 
tual beings and dolls of the 
Pueblo Indian religions, it is 
inaccurate in the Hopi language, 
which has no “ch” sound, 
Katsina is a more accurate trans- 
lation of the Hopi spoken word 
and is preferred by those who 
speak the Hopi language.

homes. While the residents of 
the gulf coast have suffered an 
overwhelming loss, millions of 
their fellow citizens have 
responded by opening their 
hearts and homes to help their 
fellow Americans. 

Michigan has welcomed vic- 
tims of Hurricane Katrina with 
open arms. I joined many other 
Michiganders who gathered to 
greet the first group evacuated to 
our state when they first arrived 
in Battle Creek earlier this 
month. Although many of those 
arriving from New Orleans were 
weary, their spirits were high 
and hopeful. They thanked the 
people of Michigan who had 
gathered to welcome them and 
they expressed their relief at 
finally being in a place where 
they could rest comfortably and 
peacefully. 

Their courage and resilience 
heartened me. One women who 
looked to be in her mid - seven- 
ties reported that she was “doing 
real good for a young woman,” 
as she proudly marched toward 
the station where emergency 
workers were distributing goods. 
Others brought their pets with 
them, and one young man came 
off the plane carrying his banjo, 
the only thing he has left after 
the hurricane. 

In addition to those evacuated 
by FEMA, about 2,000 addition- 
al evacuees made their way to 
Michigan on their own with the 
help of churches, private citizens 
‘The 
state has worked quickly to 


expedite the provision of food, 
housing, and other emergency 
telief assistance to all of the 
evacuees arriving in our state. 
Every day we are learning that 
more people from the gulf coast 
have arrived in Michigan, and 
the state, in cooperation with 
federal agencies, is doing every- 
thing it can to assist the evac- 
uees. FEMA is maintaining a 
registration of evacuees to 
ensure that everyone is account- 
ed for and receives the assistance 
they need. 

In addition to housing evac- 
uees, contributions of food, 
automobiles, money and other 
supplies have been pouring in 
from all over Michigan. 
Governor Jennifer Granholm 
moved quickly to set up a 
Michigan Hurricane Helpline (1- 
888-535-6136) to catalogue and 
coordinate the many pledges of 
help from the citizens of our 
State. 

Michigan’s own preparedness 
efforts have proven effective 
with helping the people of the 
gulf coast. Over the past few 
years, the State of Michigan has 
invested in equipment and train- 
ing to be ready to respond in 
case of an emergency in 
Michigan. That planning and 
preparedness enabled the state 
to provide assistance to local 


emergency officials in 
Louisiana. 

Through the Emergency 
Management Assistance 


Compact; Michigan deployed 
115 law enforcement officers to 


the affected area. The Michigan 
unit arrived on the scene fully 
self-sustaining, completely 
immunized and with their own 
food, water, supplies and emer- 


“gency communications system, 


Members of the Michigan 
National Guard also helped with 
the disaster relief efforts. Most 
of the 500 Guard members 
deployed to the disaster were 
military police, sent to reinforce 
the security forces already on the 


ground. 
In addition, a Michigan 
National Guard Water 


. Purification Detachment was 


sent to Mississippi to provide 
clean water for the victims of the 
hurricane, and two C-130 trans- 
port planes were deployed to 
assist in the evacuation efforts. 
Over the next several months, 
the federal, state and local gov- 
emmments will be helping to pro- 
vide jobs, housing and health 
care for the hundreds of thou- 
sands of people displaced by this 
disaster; conducting environ- 
mental cleanup; reconstructing 
oil refineries, removing debris; 
and repairing roads and bridges. 
As a member of the Senate 
Homeland Security and 
Governmental Affairs 
Committee, I will be reviewing 
the federal response to 
Hurricane Katrina. By identify- 
ing the failures, we can strength- 
en our preparedness for any 
future emergencies our country 
may face.
